Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 7 and 1 9-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

No reference nor combination of references was found which teaches a control unit 
connected to a piston sensor and controlling a throttle valve actuator of a throttle valve for 
adjusting a flow resistance between a master cylinder unit and a slave cylinder unit. 

It is agreed that neither Tischer et al. (5,301,781) nor Jager et al. (6,516,255) discloses or 
suggests a control unit connected to a piston sensor and controlling a throttle valve actuator.
